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Tomato Growers Should Have Control 


Measures “

It may be necessary for tomato 
growers to apply insecticides to 
their tomato fields to keep at 
2 minimum injury sustained 
from corn ear worm, armyworms, 
hornworms, and tomato mites 
Later producing varieties should 
be carefully watched for insects 
so the grower may apply in- 
Secticides before serious damage 
occurs, whereas the earlier pro- 
ducing varieties may well escape 
injury from these pests until 
after peak harvests have been 
reached. 

Three of the newer chlorinat- 
ed hydrocarbons have been test- 
ed by the University of Califor- 
nia on tomatoes in Woodland, 
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ENGINEER 
Rt. 2, Box 968 Porterville} 
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Pests Appear 
Patterson, ig and Westley 
over the past three years. These 
are DDT, DDD, and Toxapheue. 
With the exception of not too 
satisfactory control of the toma- 
to hornworm with a 5 percent 
dust at 30 pounds per acre. DDT 
and DDD were superior to cal- 
cium arsenate. 

Against this hornworm, cal- 
cium arsenate was more effec- 
tive than the DDT dust, but no 
more than 3 pounds of 50 per 
cent DDT wettable powder ap- 
plied as a concentrated’ spray. 
From the standpoint of effec- 
tiveness there is little difference 
between DDT and DDD aside 
from the fact that a 5 per cent 
DDD dust is highly effective in 
controlling the tomato horn- 
worm. The results of the inves- 
tigation indicate that in tomato 
Plantings where the tomato horn- 
Worm is likely to be a serious 
Pest it isdoubtful whether a 5% 
dust will result in Satisfactory 
control. 

A 19 per cent Toxaphene dust 
showed considerable promise in 
controling tomato worms, and 
appears to be in the same range 
as caleium arsenate. Cryolite al- 
so falls into this group, but is 
ineffective against hornworms, 
which rules it out where these 
insects are likely to do serious 
damage. 

The experimental investiza- 
tions utilized several different 
methods of applying insecticides. 
The concentrated sprars applied 
both by ground rigs and air- 
Planes were studied. Although 
greatly improved, further per- 
fection in operation of airplane 
equipment is still needed, and 
observations indicated that bet- 
ter covérage with concentrated 
sprays was obtained with ground 
rigs. 

The composition of the con- 
centrated sprays in the case of 
DDT or DDD was 3 pounds of 
a 50 per cent wettable powder 
in 10 gallons of water per acre. 
Calcium arsenate was used at 
the rate 22 to 25 pounds to 10

The efforts of individuals and citrus marketing : organizations 
to bring about the establishing of a secondary quarantine of citrus 
stocks at the Tehachapi mountains as a safeguard against the in- 
troduction of quick decline into the citrus areas of the San Joa- 


quin valley should receive the active support of all persons interested ’ 


in citrus production, for no possibility should be overlooked in 
the protection of our citrus areas from a disease that threatens the 
entire southern California citrus industry, 

While state quarantines and “buffer areas” have been estab- 
lished around the known infected areas of southern California, 
we believe more stringent measures should be adopted, for at the 
present time, there are too many unanswered questions concerning 
quick decline, and its spread into Central California could well 
result in bankruptcy for our citrus industry. 

Apparently, the disease, caused by a virus and spread by an as 
yet unknown vector, attacks only sour root citrus stock. But it 
can be carried by sweet root stock. When you consider these facts, 


‘ plus the fact that about 80 per cent of Central California citrus

is on sour root stock, the danger faced by Central California citrus 
producers is clearly apparent. 

And further consider that in Los Angeles county, in 1940 there 
were only 133 trees known to have quick decline, while today there 
is an estimated 100,000. That means a tremendously rapid spread. 
And when quick decline hits an orange tree, there is no known cure. 
The tree dies, and dies rapidly. 

-As we see the situation, no possible channel] should be left open 
through which quick decline can be introduced into Central Cali- 
fornia, Certainly Central California growers and shippers should 
present a united front in securing a secondary quarantine of citrus 
stocks at the Tehachapi mountains—a quarantine that might well

%pre-irrigation during dry years. 

Before development of run- 
ners, the plant requires rela- 
_ tively smdll quantities of water 
because of the limited leaf area 
or transpiring surface, and if 
the soil was thoroughly wet be- 
fore planting, probably no ear- 
ly irrigation will be needed ex- 
cept on extremely light sandy 
soils. After the runners are well 
developed the plants have a 
large leaf area through which 
water is rapidly lost on days 
when there is a good breeze or 
strong winds. This accordingly 
is the critical period in soil mois- 
ture. ‘ 

The approximate amounts of 
water necessary to penetrate to 
q depth of one foot when the soil 
is dry as required for different 
soil types is as follows: sandy 
soils, % to 1 inch; loam soils, 
1 to 1% inches; and clay soils, 
1 3/4 to 2% inches. A know- 
ledge of the number of inches 
of Water applied can help in es- 
timating the depth of penetra- 
tion.

Shallow Irrigation 
Needed For Grain 


Unless considerable more rain- 
fall occurs this — spring, many 
grain farmers in Tulare county 
who have facilities available will 
Plan to irrigate their crops. By 
proper supervision, much water 
and power may be saved which 
otherwise would be wasted, de- 
clares Ralph L. Worrell, Tulare 
county assistant farm advisor. 

Grain crops are relatively shal- 


low rooted, with most of the root. 


system in the top 16 or 18 inches 
of soil. Water which penetrates 
below this depth is largely lost 
to crop use and thereby wasted. 
Accordingly, farmers should en- 
deavor to get the irrigation wa- 
ter across the field as rapidly 
as possible, in order to reduce 
down penetration. 

Sufficient head water should 
be turned into each irrigation 
check to cover a given area as 
rapidly as possible. If this does 
not result in enough water to 
wet the ground tothe desired 
depth, the head of water can 
be reduced and a smaller stream 
kept running into the check un- 
til sufficient water has been 
applied. 

Starting a small stream of wa- 
ter into the check at the begin- 
ing of the irrigation will result 
in much water being wasted at 
the upper end of each check due 
to excessive penetration, Wor- 
rel] said.

DROUGHT FEED 
SITUATION WILL 
BE DISCUSSED 


Two meetings to discuss the 
drought feed situation and what 
can be done to meet it have been 
scheduled by the Field Crops de- 
partment of the California Farm 
Bureau federation, it was an- 
nounced this week by Louis Sin- 
gleton, chairman Field Crops 
Dept. of the Tulare Farm Bureau. 

The first meeting, for Central 
California, will be held at Los 
Banos, April 7.

: used by Mr. Smith to substanti- 
ate claims that the Bureau of 


Reclamation has operated inef- 


ficiently and wastefully in con- 
nection ‘with the Central Valley 
project and he urged that ‘‘the 
Bureau put its house in order in 
Washington to regain the confi- 
dence of Congress and that the 
controversies centering around 
the Central Valley project be 
composed in order that work can 
continue without interruption.” 

The present drought situation 
is of a temporary nature, Mr. 
Smith pointed out, but lowering 
water tables in the Central val- 
leys, with recorded drops of 8 
feet in the past 12 months in 
sections of the San Joaquin val- 
ley, are permanent factors that 
indicate the urgent need for 
Central Valley water by farm- 
ers. 

Mr. Smith said there is no 
argument about the need for de- 
velopment of California water 
supplies to make most efficient 
use of available water. He said 
that the differences of opinion 
come from social and philosophi- 
cal thinking in connection with 
the water program. 

*In commenting on the “un- 
workable” aspects of acreage lim- 
itation, Smith pointed out that 
the 160-acre clause of Bureau 
Reclamation contracts is only a 
small part of the contracts. Ir- 
rigation districts, he said, want 
other contract changes that will 
do away with present plans of 
the Bureau to continue owner- 
ship of irrigation water systems 
even after they are paid for by 
irrigation districts; that will as- 
sure water users of rights to 
water after the 40-year bureau

gallons of water. It was found 
that drift from calcium arsenate, 
_ DDT and DDD was greatly reduc- 
ed with the use of concentrated 
sprays as compared with dust- 
ing operations. The application 
of DDT and DDD both by dusting 
and by concentration sprays ap- 
peared to contain little drift 
hazard as far as bees and live- 
stock were concerned. 

Tomato growers. desiring to 
develop a pest control program 
should consider the tomato mite 
as a major pest, and should be 
ready to dust as soon ‘as an in-

crown or inside. of the tomat 
plant first producing a dark 


green to bronz color on the stems: 


‘and leaves, which later ‘defol- 
iates the: inside of the plant 
opening up the middle to ex- 
pose the tomato to serious sun- 
burn and sunscald. A 30 pound 
application of a 25 per cent sul- 
fur dust will keep this pest in 
check. 


The application of DDT or 
DDD dusts or concentrated spray 
should be delayed until there are 
signs of a positive need for it. 
Where DDT and DDD is used, 
not more than 1% pounds of 
actual materia] should be ap- 
plied per acre per application. 
This is equivalent on an acre 
basis to 30 pounds of a 5 per 
cent dust, or 3 pounds of a 60 
per cent wettable powder ap- 
‘plied as a spray. 

Where concentrated wet spray 
is to be used it was found that 
the application of culfur for the 
control of tomato mites -was 
more effective when applied as 
a separate dust, whereas if a 
dust program is to be used ‘with 
DDT or DDD, the 25 per cent 
sulfur may be incorporated in 
the preparation of these mater- 
ials. 

Since it is certain that DDT 
or DDD have not withstood the 
test of time, it might be cau- 
tioned that these insecticides be 
used with a great deal of care 
Application of these materials 
should only be made when there 
is an absolute need for insect 
control. They should be thor- 
oughly applied, and over applica- 
tion should be avoided. -
